The New York and Washington 
society woman sat stiffly upright and 
obviously under strain to retain her 
composure as Ulii told in broken Eng- 
lish and native patois how Kahaha- 
wai had been lured into an automo- 
bile and whisked away. 

Only once did a smile flit over her 
patrician features. That was when 
Clarence Darrow, generalissimo of the 
defense, turned and grinned at her. 
as she entered the courtrdom. Her 
answering .mile appeared forced. 

John C. Kelley, Honolulu’s new 
prosecutor, told a vivid story of the

Always alert, the veteran Chicago 
lawyer twice interrupted the stories 
of prosecution witnesses, He ques- 
tioned them closely as to whether 


Lieutenant Thomas H. Massie. a co- 
defendant, made any remark when the 
car containing Kahahawai's body was 
stopped while it was dashing toward 
the wild waters about Koko Head, 
near the outskirts of the city.

As Ulii pointed to Mrs. Fortescue 
as the woman in the abduction car she 
did not look up. 

William Dickson, part Hawaiian 
court clerk to whom Kahahawai had 
been reporting as probation officer, 
said Mrs. Fortescue had come to his 
office a few days before the killing 
and learned that the young Hawaiian 
was coming there daily. 

The futile race of the death car to- 
ward Koko Head, from where Kahaha- 
wai's body could have heen thrown to 
the strong tides and the sharks, was 
described by Von Arnswald, who told 
how he had stopped the machine and 
found the body.

VALDOSTA, Ga., April 11.—(4)— 
The vaunted powers of James Crum- 
ley, negro witch doctor who allegedly 
attempted to intimidate witnesses 
summoned in a murder case here, 
failed to save him from the Lowndes 
county jail last week, it was an- 
nounced today—because Patrolman 
John Rogers does not fear black art.

Minnesota, Missouri and 
New York Are States 
Hit in Ruling. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—A@)— 
The reapportionment laws passed by 
the legislatures of Minnesota, Missouri 
and New York were set aside today 


by the supreme court. 
In rapid fire order, the court dis- 


posed of the three cases, two of which | 


originated from vetoes by governors 
of the reapportionment acts passed by 
their legislatures. 

Governors Olson, of Minnesota, and 
Caulfield, of Missouri, disapproved the 
acts passed in their states. That in 
New York was not submitted to Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt. 

Under the decision today, all the 
Minnesota and Missouri_house delega- 
tidns probably will be elected in the 
state at large unless special sessions 
of the legislature are called to re- 
district. 

The Missouri house delegation was 
reduced from 16 to 13 by the reappor- 
tionment law passed by congress in 
1930 and the Minnesota delegation 
was reduced from 10 to 9. 

New York, however, gained two 
representatives under the reapportion- 
ment law, her house membership be- 
ing increased from 43 to 45. The 
court stated that the additional two 
must be elected at large until the state 
is redistricted. 

The supreme court declared that 
state legislatures are prohibited from 
redistricting their states for congres- 
sional representation without submit- 
ting the reapportionment to the gov- 
ernor for his action.

A few years ago the government of Mexico was too weak to maintain 
peace and order. The land seethed with revolution. The revolutionists 
operated in small and irresponsible bands, without discipline or common 
purpose, and looted private property to get money for ammunition, In 
the eyes of civilization they were bandits. 

American citizens owned mines, ranches, oil wells and other proper- 
ties in Mexico, all legally obtained, and made fortunes for themselves 
while the less efficient natives remained poor. When their properties 
were looted, they appealed to their own government for protection. 

One of the bandit leaders named Villa, hating the Americans who 
took wealth from his land, led his followers across the international bor- 
der under cover of darkness and attacked a sleeping regiment of cavalry. 

Then America acted. If the government of Mexico couldn’t suppress 
bandits, somebody else had it to do. 

A “primitive expedition” under Pershing invaded Mexico and chased 
Villa into the mountains. Then, having failed of its purpose, it came 
home and the incident was closed. 

‘The American government, with the almost unanimous approval of 
its citizens, had reaffirmed the doctrine that a strong nation, in duty 
bound to protect the lives and properties of its nationals, may without a 
declaration of war invade a weaker nation whose government cannot con-

| The hide weighed 42 pounds and 
at 2 cents a pound was worth d4 
‘cents to the Savannah buyer. How- 
|ever, 47 cents, 10 cents more than 
‘Griffin got, was deducted for express.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., April 11.— 

—Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt 
guided his mud-spattered roadster ex- 
pertly along a narrow and slippery 
wagon road through his cow pasture. 

“There,” he demanded. “How's that 
for a woodpile?” 

He indicated several rows of cord- 
wood neatly piled, each row about 200 
feet long. ey comprised, he said. 
a part of the winter’s cutting from the 
500 acres of woodland on his and 
his mother’s farms. 

The governor several years ago 
bought two farms across the road 
from his mother’s place. On these and 
on his mother’s farm he is carrying 
out his forestation program, There 
are 350 acres in actual woodland and 
150 acres under development. 

On the three farms the governor 
now has “plantations”—the teecbnical. 
term for woodlots under cultivation— 
ranging from Christmas trees only a 
few inches high to spruce, white pines 
and tulip poplars that he put in in 
1912. Running down to the river’ 


back of his house, too, is a 25-acre 
stand of virgin hemlock, from which | 
no tree is ever removed until it dies | 
or is blown down. 

“Much of this land,” he pointed | 
out, “wouldn't be worth much for any- 
thing else. It. is rough, with ridges 
of rock and little valleys too small 
to cultivate. So, wherever there is 
soil enough to hold. them, I'm planting 
trees. '

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10 PUSH TAX BILL 


Senate Conference Adopts 
Resolution Calling for 
All Possible Speed. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—(/)— 
Senate democrats tonight unanimous- 


ly agreed fo seek early enactment of 
the revenue bill. 

At a party conference lasting al- 
most four hours. it was agreed to leave 
the door open for limited revision of 
the tariff but shut down debate 
against any general tariff revamping 
which might delay indefinitely the 
enactment of the fiscal program, 


Senator Rebinson, of Arkansas, 
the democratic leader, announced 
after the party session that the fol- 
lowing resolution had been unani- 
mously agreed to: 

“It is the sense of the conference 
of democratic senators that the hear- 
ings on the revenue bill be closed at 
the earliest practicable date and that 
the passage of the measure be expe- 
dited in every possible way.” 

This assurance from the democratic 
minority in the senate went forward 
through the countty tonight as Presi- 
dent Hoover and congressional lead- 
ers mobilized their influence to sta- 
bilize the nation’s economic situation. 

Earlier in the night, Senator Rob- 
inson, had conferred with the presi- 
dent over the business situation but 
he «declined to comment on that: he- 
yond expressing confidence in the gen- 
eral outlook.
